durt. A small but well niatelasl field of jum|>ers 
fnmislKsl tlie <s»nteutiou in this event, with T. J. 
Dun<»liu<'*s« The Rrook ;;o!iic to tlie post the choice 
«»v»*r Hyosset ami UiMldest, most fancied of the 
ot lier starters. The Drtwk m*ver pave liis backers 
an a II X ions moment, as lie quickl.v raced to the I 
fn:nt and, fencinp faiiltb'ssly, led all the way to 
win by six k'uptlis. 8.voss4>t was easily b»*st, but | 
Ue<i<k'st*s race was much below his true form.

TIm- defeat of Sunflash II. fn the Willet Handi- 
cap, the main rae«‘ of the day on tlie flat, was a 
seven* blow to the talent, w'ho pinned their faith 
on the I>‘ary rac(*r and i-onsidered him mueh the 
lM*st of tiMise o|»iK>sed to him, despite the hip weiplit 
<vii<-essions be w*as makinp to those reckoned to have 
a ciiance. ttunnash II. ran a same race, but his 
heavy impost evidently told on him, as be failed 
to paiu on the leaders in the final struggle. The 
suddenly improved Damrosch. under Lyke’s master- 
ful pkh*, was an easy winner, although the finish 
might hsve been closer had not Flittergold, which 
ran a splendid race, met interference at the eighth 
I»o8t, wlieu running fastest of aU. It was a fast 
run ra«*, time for tlie mile lieing 1:38^. 

Midnight Sun proved himself to be a shifty 
thn*e-year-old plater, by decisively beating a big 
baud of useful raevrs in tlie ofiening rac*e of tlie day. 
lie came around the leadc'rs after going a half and, 
ovc*rtakiug the leader in the last sixteenth, out- 
gamed him at the end. 

AV8WEX8 THE QUESTION FIRST ASKIHG. 

T<m* finish of the third race found three first-time 
starters leading the otlH*rs home. Questionnaires 
from the stable of Ed Arlington, was the winner, 
with Andrew' Miller’s Hurri<*ane second and J. E. 
M.'olilen’s Toto in third place. Questionnaire was 
i'Hsily best and may be a good one. Arlington 
puniiaaed this colt from the estate of the late 
8. L. Parsems. togetlier with Koh-i-Noor. He paitl 
$4,500 for both. Questionnaire, as a yearling, exist 
J4r. Pamous $3,700. 

.\nother surprise for the form backers w’as the 
«‘.«sy victory of Kewpie O’Nell over Deckmate and 
Ellison, the two most fancied in the race*. Kewpie 
trNeil displayc>d a high order of speed throughout 
ami Ic*d all the way b.v a comfortable margin. Elli- 
son’s defc*at was attributcxl to the |ioor ride he n*- 
c*eived ami the eoiisc'usus of opinion was that with 
a (ximpeteut rider in the saddle, he would have won 
easily. 

The Quincy SLible’s Elmendorf, a son of Ballot, 
graduatcxl from the maiden eh'.ss, w'lic'u he beat a 
big band of horses, mostly thrc*e-y ear-olds which 
have not as yet earned brackets, in tlie closing race 
of the day. Elmendorf was well ridden and ki‘pt in 
n*sc*rve until entering the stretch, W'bere he clial- 
Icnged the leader. Porte Drapeau, and disiiosed of 
him in the* final clrive. 

Jockey McGraw' was susiieuded for three days by 
the stewards for crossing with War Zone in front of 
the others in the C'anarsie Stakes on Tuesday. His 
action eliminated the w'ell- fancied Lion d’Or from 
cxintention. 

Ex -Jockey Willie Martin, of Hamilton, Out., was 
an arrival today. 

All the stakes to be run at the fall meeting at 
Belmont Park have been increased in value. Sc*e- 
i^tary Earloc*ker announeexi that the estimatcxl value 
of the year’s running of the Futurity will be 
$35,000, which is au increase of about $14,000 over 
last year’s prise. The Realization this year will 
nui to abcMit $10,000. A new' stake for two-year- 
old fillies has been arranged to be known us the 
TcHn Boy. It will have a guamntc'ed value of 
$2,500, and the distance will be five and a half 
furioags. 

SPECIAL TRAIN ONLY .ON STAKE DAYS 

riocintiHti. O., June 26. — It was announced today 
tliat in view of the government’s demands iqion the 
railroad resourcx*s of the country, the special train 
which the I.^isville and Nashville railroad has tK‘Cu 
running to the track frc»m the Smith street station 
in Cincinnati each afternoon, will hereafter be oper- 
ated only on the most important days during the 
remainder of the racing season. This will be on 
Hatnrda}’. June 29, when the Merchants* Selling 
Stakes will be run; Thursday, July 4. the date sci 
for the running of the lnde|»endence Handicap; Sat- 
urday, July 6, when the Valuation Stakes will be 
doc'id^; Wednesday. July 10, Quickstep Handicap 
and Ladies’ day, and Saturday, July 13, the closing 
day of the meeting, w'heu the valuable Cincinnati 
Tropl».v will be decided. On other days, patrons <*f 
tlie track will liave to rely u|ion street railway and 
motor cars to get to the scene of the racing. 



STALLION MEETS HORRIBLE DEATH 

A letter to the **Siie<*ial Commissioner*' of the 
London Sfiortsinan from Brazil tells how the stallion 
Omstalk met with a brutal death. Tlie letter 
reads: **Just a line to let 3’ou know poor old (Corn- 

stalk has been murdered. Some brute of a man who 
had a grievance against Mr. Frederick Londgren (the 
owner of Cornstalk and Pericles) hired a man to get 
Into Cornstalk's box. and when he got in he prac- 
tically cue off his legs with a razor, and the poor 
bpzst bled to death. Did you ever hear of anything 
so damnable? To try and hurt a man or his pocket 
through torturing and killing a defeuselc^ss animal." 
Cornstalk was bred by the late Sir llaolel (3ooper. 
and foaled in 1902. was a brow'n son of Trenton from 
Qlare. by Ayrshire. He never succeeded in w'inning 
z race, and at Cobham on Wednesday, July 26, 1J916, 
WM mM for ISO guineu to go to BniaU. 



▼alnable Two-Tear- Old Fixture Feature of Splendid 
Program at Aqueduct. 

New York, June 26. — The next important stake 
event to be decided in the east is the Great Ameri- 
can Stakes for two-year-idis, which will be the 
priuciiMil attraction at Aqueduct the coming Satur- 
day. The Great .\nierican is an old-established fix- 
ture of eastern racing, having been first run in 
1889 over the Gravesend track. It was an annual 
feature of the Bnatklyn Jockey Club up to and in- 
'‘luding 1910, and when racing in New York State 
w'as revived in 1913, after a snspension of two 
years, the Great American was run at Belmont 
Park and since then at Aqueduct. 

From the date of its institution, up to and includ- 
ing 1908, when Sir Martin, the high-elass American 
colt, which the following year came close to winning 
the Ei>som I^rby, w'as the winner, the Great Ameri- 
can W'as one of the richest of our stake features, the 
net value to the winuer during those years ranging 
from $9,750 to $18,675. the latter amount being won 
by the immortal Domino, the greatest money-win- 
ning horse in American tnrf history. 

For this year's running, tlie Great American has 
a guaranteed value of $6,000, but as the stake 
closed with 143 nominations at $50 each, the gross 
value will be cousiderably above $7,000. Practically 
all tile best tw'o -year-olds of the year are eligible 
to this event, including tlie Brighton Stable's Lord 
BrightcNQ. w'inner of tlie Youthful Stakes at Ja- 
maica; G. W. Loft's Fleeing Sheik, the Greenfield 
and Canarsie Stakes winner; the Oneck Stable's 
Elfin Queen, with the Fasliion and Juvenile Stakes 
to her credit; Henry A. Porter’s promising young- 
sters, High Time and My Friend, both stake win- 
ners. High Time is said to be one of the fastest 
two-j'ear-olds of the year. 

lU‘sides. those mentioned above, R. T. Wilson's 
Hannibal is also eligible, as are August Belmont’s 
Mad Hatter; R. F. Carman’s Auntie; Edward Geb- 
rian’s American Ace; W. Garth’s Es<iaiinau; J. W. 
M(*Clellaud*8 The Wanderer; J. E. Madden’s Pass- 
ing Show'er; R. H. McC. Potter's Blairgowrie; W. 
J. Salmon's Teddy Rousseau; W. Viau’s The Tank; 
G. D. Widener's Wise Joon; J. E. Widener's Grim- 
alkin, and many others of which little is known. 

It is quite certain that the trainers of all the 
big and important stables will s^hd tfa^ir best after 
this rich prize and the field for the Great American 
next Saturday w'ill include nearly every star Ju- 
venile in the east that is in condition to race. 

Tbf* Qnaens /Coanty -Mfekmy Clhb has provided as 
suiiplemcntary features to be run in connection with 
the Gre.it American Stakes, the Winfield Steeple- 
chase Handicap of $1,200 added and the Queens 
County Handicap, with $2,000 added. The latter 
event is for three -year-olds and over and the most 
likely starters among the eligibles include Jack 
Hare Jr., Old Koenig. Kalita^. Ballr, Shaabally- 
more, I’olymelian. Fragonard, Tonx McTlaggayt, 
.\rrah Go On, War (’loud. Motor Cop, Roamer, 
Cudgel, Priscilla Mullens, Tea Caddy, Woodstone, 
Omar Khayyam. Westy H<q;an, Heudric and Trompe 
La Mort. A high-class field can be mustered from 
that number. 

The best jumping material in the country is 
eligible to the steeplechase feature and the ad- 
herents of that fascinating branch of the sport 
W'ill Ik* ont in large numbers to enjoy their fav- 
orite pcstime. A great day’s racing is in prospect 
and, with favorable weather conditions, the big 
crow'd of opening day will likely be equalled if not 
.surpassed. 

TERSE COMMENT ON STOPPING RACING 

Many expressions have been made concerning the 
folly of stopping racing in Kentucky and the opin- 
ions of many have been voiced concerning such a 
prcN*edure, but none is more to the point than that 
I'xpressixl by Algernon Daingerfield, assistant secre- 
tarj' of the Jockey Club. 

"Racing is ^e acknowledged test of the supre- 
macy of the fitness of the thorcughbred horse us a 
sin*.’’ says Mr. Daingerfield, "and the thorouglibred 
horsi* is the acknowledged B(nd accepted sire for 
cavalry and light arttllery horses and in no depart- 
ment of our government were we more unprepared 
than in a supply of proper cavalry and light artilleiy 
horses. 

"Racing is continm*d in Germany, France and Eng- 
land. The War Ministry Board of England, in de- 
fining to stop racing, said: 'In view of the national 
importance of racing to: breeding, it is unwise to 
advisi* the cessation of riicing.* In France, war 
stricken as she is, racing is continued each year 
in what is called the breeders’ elimination tests. 
Germany continues all her big stake features." 



SUNFUSH II. PRACTICALLY GIFT HORSE 

New York, June 26. — From a $60 horse to a con- 
sistent winner in liandicap races is quite a jump, 
but such has been the record of Sunflash II., 
the son of Sunbright — Napthalia, now racing 
at the metropolitan tracks. When G. H. Browne 
bid ten guineas for Sunflash II., at Newrmarket, he 
did so in order to start the ball rolling, and witii no 
idea that the horse would be knocked down to him. 
But no one seemed to want the colt, and he be- 
cam«* the property of Mr. Browne. After bringing 
Sunfl.xsh II, to this country, Mr. Brow’nc, consider- 
ing him of little value as a racing machine, dis- 
posed of him at a price only a trifle greater than 
he paid for him. SunfLash II. finally became the 
l»roiH»rtv of Dave Leary and, under his management, 
he lias lK*come one of the leading members of the 
second division of handicap racers. 



R. F. CARMAN TO TRAIN THORNE HORSES 

New York, June 26. — T. P. Thome has placed five 
of his foreign-bred thoroughbreds in charge of 
Richard F. Carman, who w'ill move them from 
Gravesend to either Aqueduct or Jamaica. Tlie horses 
were quartered at Gravesend during the winter and 
were in charge of Nash Turner. At the close of the 
.\qu<xluct meeting. Carman expects to take them to 
Einpirt* City. The five horses taken over by Car- 
nian are Le Dimsaure, a four-year-old eolt by 
Maximum — Dogmatic; Sycamoor, a Magellan — Stat- 
uette three-year-old; Tarascon, a tw’o-year-old by 
Magellan — Tartine II., and Glenn and Le Ew’ant, 
two other Magellan two-year-olds. The remainder 
Mr. Thorne's two- year-olds will be kept at 
Gravesend for the present.

Did not race 
until four years old. In all started in 107 races, 
of which he was first in sixteen, second in fif- 
teen. third in thirteen and won $6,855.

CLOSE LATONM nNISHES 



Nearly Every Race Won with Dif- 
ficulty by Small Margins. 

Colonel Livingston Proves Victor 
in the Long Established 
Harold Stakes. 



Latnnia, Ky.. June 26.— The ok] established Harold 
Stak(*s, annually cxintested for by the best two-year- 
old <x>lts and geldings in this se<*tion, was a(*c<Minted 
for by Colonel Livingston, carrying the colors of 
B. J. Brannon, from *Jago, with Henry Roberts in 
third place and St. Bemanl, a stable companion 
to Colonel Livingston, in fonrth place. The winner’s 
share of the stakes was $3,410 net, with $4(N> and 
$200 respectively to second and third, the fourth 
horse saving his stake. 

The race was a gruelling one between the four 
leaders, the winner only winning by a scant half 
length, with shorter margins separating the otliers. 
Eleven started. Uncle White being an eleventh hour 
absentee, due to his unability to race well in the 
muddy going. His absence caused tlie Brannon 
entry to be outstanding favorites ami tliey were al- 
ways in the forward flight, at one stage during the 
stretch drive, it seemed as if they wunkl fight 
out the result alone. Bat St. Bemanl tired in the 
last seventy yards, enabling Jago and Henry Rob- 
erts to displace him. 

The Harold Stakes dates back to 1883 and has 
been run onintemiptedly each year since. Its 
interesting history since 1907 in condensed form 
is here presented:

Difficult track conditions prevailed this after- 
noon, the going being rough and lumpy and suited 
to the more sturdier built starters. The racing, how- 
ever, developed spirited contests and furnished 
enjoyable sport for an immense crowd. There was 
also an improvement in the betting action, the total 
handled during the afternoon being of immense pro- 
portions. 

In the opening race. Rose of Antnmn, capably 
ridden by Lunsford, scored a hard fought victory 
when she beat Angeline by a nose. After the 
finish jockey Mooney, on Angeline, claimed a fool 
against Lonsford, alleging that Lunsford bad taken 
hold of his saddle cloth and retarded his mount. 
Lunsford disclaimed having done so. 

In the second race came a thrilling finish of 
four, Jap winning by a nose from -Christie Holters, 
with Bulldoze and I win following noses apart. 
The quartet began their drive in the last eighth 
and (xnild not be separated until in the last stride. 

The third race went to Repton, which was liH*ky 
enough to shake off the others and win by half 
a length from Hemlock and Jack Reeves. 

Petrovna was returned winner of the fourth race, 
but her margin was also a small one and she had 
to be driven hard to outstay Bribed Voter. The 
necessity to substitute Barrett, with an adilitlnnfi 
five iiounds, instead of Lunsford, was resiioosible 
for his defeat. 

7. B. GOODMAN CLAIMS BRIBED YOTEIL 

J. B. Goodman claimed Bribed Voter from E. R. 
Bradley for $2,600, after he ran second to Petrovna 
in the fourth nic-e. Bribed Voter P among the 
fort*most candidates for the Merchants-’ Stakes of 
$1,500 added, to be run on Saturday next ami 
owner Goodman undoubtedly had the winning of tliis 
race in mind, when he claimed the son of Ballot — 
Marie Frances. It will be recalled that Gooilman 
claimed Gipsey George just before the running of 
the Quickstep liandicap at Latonia last year and 
won that race with him. 

Night Owl, an outstanding favorite, had to be 
ridden to his utmost to win by a scant head fmm 
Mountain Rose II., which aeeomTwnied him practic- 
ally on even terms from the start. 

The final race went to Dr. Levy, another favorite 
which just managed to outstay the extreme out- 
sider, John Graham. Backers of favorites fared 
well this afternoon, most of the choices landing in 
advance.

After 1 won tlie coveted plate,, which was 
a large tray or s:ilver of solid sil%*er. I invited all 
tiM* turf i^-riters ex 4 *ept this inveterate gruiicli, to a 
siipis-r. aud tiie prominent feature on the menu was 
<*orued beef ami <*at»liage ser^’ed on the Belmont 
Plate. 1 have i*arried tJiat prixe witJi me in all my 
wamleriiigs since tlieu and it still is in my posaes- 
sion.
